Ecuador and Chile May Spend Mil­ 
lions for Needed Supplies—Mer­ 
chants of Venezuela Complain 
Because Credit Is Denied. 


Ecuador is in tho American mar­ 
ket for $5,000,000 worth of railroad 
construction materials and the gov­ 
ernment of Chile for $60,000 worth 
of railroad shop materials and sup­ 
plies. 
This 
information 
indicated 
that 
the west 
coast countries 
of 
South 
America, stimulated by 
tho 
opening of tho Panama canal, were 
taking tho initiative in an effort to do 
business with tho North American 
manufacturer. 
In this connection a 
dispatch 
from 
Carl P. Sutherland, 
United States consul at Maracaibo, 
Venezuela, said that some of the mer­ 
chants there had sent to the United 
States for samples of goods they for­ 
merly obtained in Europo, 


The proposed railroad in Ecuador 
will connect Quito, tho capital, in tho 
interior 
with 
Bahia, 
an 
important 
Pacific coast town. 
The government 
awarded the contract to construct the 
road to Edmondo Catofort, a contract­ 
ing engineer, with headquarters at 
Quito. 
It is reported that ho is now 
in communication with this market in 
regard to the purchase of materials. 


The 
Chilean 
proposal

American manufacturers of railroad 
shop equipment have been asked to 
bid contemplates the expansion of the 
government-owned tramways in the 
city of Santiago, the capital and larg­ 
est city of the country. The proposed 
work is in the charge of the Dirección 
General de Los Ferrocarriles, at Santi­ 
ago. 
The foreign trade bureau urges 
that correspondence on this matter be 
in the Spanish language.

In come Tax Must Be Paid. 


For the imfora'ation and guidance of 


corporations, individuals and withholding 
agents/who were obliged to file income 
tax returns, Joseph A. Felix deputy rev- 
enue collector for Adams and part of York 
County, calls attention to the require- 
ments of the law. The time for making 
the second income tax returns is due 
March 1st. The return must be filed by 
every person who had a net income of $3, 
000 or over for the calendar year of 1914. 
Failure by an individual or a corporation 
whose return of annual net income is 
based on the calendar year, to a return on 
or before March 1st, subjects them to an 
additional penalty of not less than a tax 
of 50 per cent and makes them liable to 
a fine of not less than $20 nor more than 
$1,000.

Baccarat, France.—The French and 


German lines are separated by a dis- 
tance varying from half a mile to four 
miles, and this neutral zone is trav- 
ersed ceaselessly by patrols of the two 
adversaries, whose mission it is to 
compel the other to remain quiet while 
more important combats take place on 
other parts of the front.

On the morning of the second day

She ran hither and thither, 


maddened with fear, until finally she 
met some French artillerymen, who 
called to her: "Come this way! You 
must be crazy! 
You will be killed 


with your children! 


The woman remained several days 


with the artillerymen, who did every- 
thing possible to nourish the family 
and find milk for the babe, which, 
nevertheless, died from privation. The 
men had great difficulty in tearing the 
mother from the child's corpse and 
they saw her' walking a long time car- 
rying it in her arms, the other five 
children following her. She is now 
back in her own bouse, not far from 
Baccarat. Fright still seizes her when 
she speaks of her adventure and she 
dreams every night- that she and her 
children are under the terrible rifle 
fire and amid the bursting shells.

Add a littfe butter to that al- 
ready in the pan. add two tablespoon- 
fuls of flour', and stir until brown, then 
add a cupful of stock, a teaspoonfal

Hamburg Spaghetti.—Take a pound 


of chopped steak, one egg, one-quarter 
cupful of bread crumbs, one teaspoon- 
ful of grated onion, salt and paprika 
to taste.

i sweet green pepper chopped, two 
sprigs of parsley' chopped, one .pint 
of water, one teaspoonful of .salt and 
paprika.

SCOUTS DEFT OEATH 


Daring Exploit by Company 
French Chasseurs. 


of 


Go Daily on Scouting Expeditions as 
One Goes Out to Hunt—Mother 
With Children Trapped Be­ 
tween Lines.

(C o rre sp o n d e n t of tho C hicago News.) 


Baccarat, France.—The French and 
German lines are separated by a dis­ 
tance varying from half a mile to four 
miles, and this neutral zone is trav­ 
ersed ceaselessly by patrols of the two 
adversaries, whose mission it is to 
compel the other to remain quiet w*hile 
more important combats take place on 
other parts of the front. However, no 
day passes without rifle shots and a 
fewr shells being exchanged. 


I was a witness of one of these daily 
combats from a distance of about half 
a mile. A company of chasseurs went 
forth on a scouting expedition through 
the magnificent snow covered forests* 
but the men were soon stopped by the 
enemy's volleys. 
I was able to see 
very little except that the entiro wood 
seemed to be alive and quivering. The 
chasseurs threw themselves flat on 
the snow and answered the fire. The 
engagement grew in intensity and the 
cannon began to growl. 
Then the 
chasseurs having accomplished what 
they had set out to accomplish, name­ 
ly, to see what force the enemy had in 
front, returned to the rear, bringing 
one comrade killed and two w'ounded 
on 
improvised 
litters 
made 
from 
branches of trees. 
Some were sing­ 
ing, all seemed happy and they car­ 
ried themselves proudly. 
A captain 
with whom I was talking said: “It te 
difficult to believe how the instinct of 
the chasseurs guides them. 
As soon 
as they see a German they almost 
fight among themselves for the privi­ 
lege of killing him. They start out on 
scouting expeditions daily as one goes 
out to hunt.” 


While shots fired by the Germans 
were reawakening the echoes in the 
forest we met peasants peacefully re­ 
turning to their homos. Many of these 
peasants live between the hostile lines, 
careless of the terrible dangers they 
run. 


One poor woman had a sad experi­ 
ence one day. 
When firing sounded 
near her house she set forth with her 
six children, hoping to reach a distant 
village, whore she could take refuge

with relatives. Her husband is in the 
army. She waited near by until night, 
and then, avoiding the roads, sought 
the thickest parts of the forest 
She 
lost her way and wandered for a day 
and a half with the children, carrying 
the youngest, a babe, in her arms. 


On tho morning of tho second day 
she suddenly found herself between 
tho fire of the French and the Ger­ 
mans. 
She ran hither and thither, 
maddened with fear, until finally she 
met some French artillerymen, who 
called to her: “Come this way! 
You 
must be crazy! 
You will be killed 
with your children! 


The woman remained several days 
with the artillerymen, who did every­ 
thing possible to nourish the family 
and find milk for the babe, which, 
nevertheless, died from privation. The 
men had great difficulty in tearing the 
mother from the child’s corpse and 
they saw her walking a long time car­ 
rying it in her arms, tho other five 
children following her. 
She is now 
back in her own house, not far from 
Baccarat. Fright still seizes her when 
she speaks of her adventure and she 
dreams every night that she and her 
children are tinder the terrible rifle 
fire and amid the bursting shells.

Stuffed Rabbit.—Mix together a cup­ 
ful of bread crumbs, two tablespoon- 
fuls of chopped parsley, two of any 
powdered herbs desired, four table« 
spoonfuls of Shopped suet, ono tea* 
spoonful of grated lemon rind, one 
egg and salt and pepper. 
If there is 
not enough moisture, add a little milk. 
Fill tho well cleaned rabbit with this 
mixture, sew it up and boil’ gently for 
three quarters of an hour or longer, 
according to its age. Serve with pars­ 
ley and butter and cook an onion or 
two with the rabbit. 


Breaded Tongue.—Cut cold boiled, 
fresh or corned tongue into half-inch 
slices. Egg and crumb them and cook 
in a small amount of hot butter. Fry 
an equal number of rounds of bread 
and lay 4 piece of tongue on each 
slice and pour around the following 
sauce. Add a little butter to that al­ 
ready in the pan, add two tablespoon­ 
fuls of flour, and stir until browrn, then 
add a cupful of stock, a teaspoonful 
of finely minced parsley, a teaspoonful 
of lemon juice and a tablespoonful of 
chopped pickles. 


Hamburg Spaghetti.—Take a pound 
of chopped steak, one egg, one-quarter 
cupful of bread crumbs, one teaspoon­ 
ful of grated onion, salt and paprika 
to taste. Take a can of tomatoes for 
the sauce, add one onion sliced, one 
sweet 
green 
pepper chopped, two 
sprigs of parsley# chopped, one pint 
of water, one teaspoonful of salt and 
paprika. 
Cook together the butter 
and flour, add to the tomatoes and 
seasoning and cook half an hour, put 
through a sieve into a casserole.

Reports .the Capture of Im- 


portant Passes—Massing Troops In 


Galicia. 
The German official statement an- 


nounces that the captures in the bat- 
tle of the Mazurian lakes district in 
Cast Prussia have been iucifcusccl to 
eeven generals and more than 100,000 
men. The pieces of cannon taken num- 
oereiTloO. 


The following official statement was 


issued in Berlin: 


"In the e<rstern theater of war the 


pursuit after the winter battle in the 
Mazurian district has come to an end. 
During the clearing up of operations 
to the northwest of Grodno and in 
.the battles reported during the last 
few days in the Bobr and Navew dis- 
trict, one commanding general and 
four other generals and approximately 
40,000 men have been taken prisoners. 
Seventy-five cannon and some ma- 
chine 
guns, the 
actual number of 


which has not yet been ascertained, 
and much other war material has been 
captured. 


"The total booty taken in the win- 


ter battle in the Mazurian district as 
a. result of these additions has been 
Increased to date to seven generals, 
more than 100,000 men, upwards of 
150 cannon and quantities of other 
material of all descriptions." 


The 
Tageblatt's correspondent at 


Koenigsherg telegraphed that an en- 
tire corps (40,000 men) of .the Rus- 
sian Tenth army had been annihilat- 
ed in the recent fighting. He asserted 
that the Russians' total losses in men 
were 170,000. 
. 


"The most important phase of the 


Crerinan victory', however," he added, 
"was 
that the 
Russians lost nine- 


tenths oL their artillery.-Their retreat 
was a rout. in -which thousands sur- 
rendered -without fighting." 


The 
greatest 
mountain battle of 


history is now raging in the Carpath- 
lans. The Russians are displaying the 


v.greatest possible tenacity in their ef- 


forts to gaii victory, but thus 1'ar the 
czar'e troops are being slowly but 
-Steadily forced out of Galicia. 


The Russians- ^liaye 
concentrated 


enormous masses of reserves in an 
attempt to recapture Kolomea, which 
is an important railway junction. The 
result of the battle there is expected 
to have an important hearing on the 
campaign in Galicia, -where the Aus- 
~tro-German troops have made further 
advance by capturing Stanislau. 


The military situation bears a great 


resemblance to the Napoleonic strug- 
gles, to which strategy of the highest 
order was mixed with the most furi- 
ous fighting
